1. There is no.countryn the world, 
where the people’ bave a larger’ 
or more direct © personal in 
terest in the character, quali- 
fications and disposition of its chief 
rulers than iu the United States, and : 
thereis no section or portion of the 
United Statesin which the people of 
all classes have so deep an interest in 
the choice of our next president and 
vice-president as the people of the 
south, This is true whether we regard 
their political rights, their national 
welfare, or their personal com- 
fortand happiness. Let the election 
go as it may, the general well-being of 
the people in the northern states can 
not be very injuriously affected. Their 
unparalleled material prosperity is as- 
sured under almost any contengency, 
while their civil and political rights 
rest on asafeand acknowledged foun- 
dation.

What is here 
said applies as well tothe negro as the 
white man and tothe supporters ard 
advocates of all political parties or as- 
sociations. For eleven long and pain- 
ful years we have wandered 1n the wil- 
derness of reconstruction and despotism 
and while we have no disposition, to 
look back or pine after the flesh pots 
of the past, we fee] that we need what 
we have not yet had, a great leader, 
nut for the south alone, but for the 
whole country—a statesman who has 
the wisdom to see the rfght and the 
courage to do the right——a man of hear 
as well as brain. ; 
2. This being grue, it follows that we 
do not want for our next president a 
man of “blood and iron,” such as the 
haughty chancellor of the German em- 
pire is represented to be. We have 
had such a ruler for the last seven 
years, and we of the south know 
what are the bitter. fruits 
of such rule as_ he has given 
us. We know, too, from sad experi- 
ence that itis of but little consequence, 
comparatively, what position the next 
President may occupy on the ordinary 
questions of administration. It mat- 
ters little to us what his views may be 
upon the tariff question, or even 
upon the currency. The southern peo- 
ole will not stop,to wrangle over these is 
sues, Important as they might be under 
ordinary circumstances.

If the people mourn when the 
wicked rule, so do they rejoice when 
the good and just bear sway. 
3 What then is the plain duty of the 
democratic party inthe south? What 
is the duty of the democratic conven- 
tions which assemble next week in the 
several congressional districts of the 
state. Itis too manifest for argument; 
their plain duty :s to send an unpledged 
delegation to St.Lou:s of our wisest an | 
most true representative men. 
We would not advise the selection of 
any member of congress asa delegate. 
Nor would we counsel the appointment 
of any one on account of his advanced 
age and past services, nor on the other 
hand, would we select any one because 
heis younger and more active in our 
political contests. We would under no 
circumstances, however, send a man as 
a delegate to St. Louis who is com- 
mitted to the support of 
any one of the statesmen 
whose names have been mentioned in 
connection with the presidential nom- 
ination. The south should appear at 
St. Louis uncommitted to any candi: 
date. She should go to theconvention 
in a judicial frame of mind, prepared to 
take the best available man under the 
circumstances, only requiring that he 
be a good sound democrat. If we should 
unite upon a man in_ advance 
and the Convention should 
nominate him, that fact 
of itself would go far to insure his de- 
feat. Ifwetake an active partin the 
Convention for any particular person, 
our enemies would claim in the event 
of his nomination that the “Southern 
Confederacy” had dictated it. Our 
delegates cannot be too careful both in 
the convention and outside of it. All 
they may say and do will be noted 
down and published to the world. 
As for ourselves, we should be satis- 
fied with either of the four gentlemen 
now most prominent before the demo- 
cratic party. We should feel that a 
great blessing had been vouchsafed 
the whole country, if we _ could 
secure for our next president 
either Tilden or Bayard from the east, 
Heniricks or Thurman irom the west. 
We could trust either one of them on 
any. platform .or without a platform, 
Platforms at best, are but as the shifting 
winds on the seashore. Under no cir-

Col. Whitely who paid the money to 
Davenport swears tothe facts we have 
stated, and ex-Attorney General Wit 
liams, on whose order the money was 
drawn, corroborates him in every 
particular, as tar as he _ had 
knowledge of the _ transactions. 
So corrupt and extraordinary were the 
payments that both Whitely and Wil- 
liains objected to them and then the 
terrible fact comes to light that the 
whole business was transacted by vir- 
tue of orders from the president him- 
self.

WasHinGton, April 21—The Indian 
bill provides that after the first of July 
next the secretary of war shall exer- 
cise the supervising and appellate pow- 
ers, and possess the jurisdiction now 
exercised and possessed by the 
secretary of the interior 
in relation to Indian affairs ; that he 
shall from time to time, make details of 
army officers to administer the affairs 
of the Indian branch of the war de- 
partment; that the commanding off- 
cers of geographical departments sha! 
be ex olficio, in charge of Indian af- 
fairsin their departments, and shall 
make details of officers including olli- 
cers on the retired list,.to administer 
the affairs of the Indian service, and 
that the inspector general of the army 
shall discharge the duties of 
inspector of Indian affairs. The 
act is not to be construed 
to authorize an increase in the num-+ 
ber, rank, pay or allowance of army 
officers. All contracts for Indian sup- 
plies and tran -}ortation are to be made 
in the same :.annerand the same time 
where prac icable as heretofore made 
forthearmy. All religious denomina- 
tions shali have afree and equal right 
to erect and maintain church and 
school buildings on Indian reservations. 
‘Individual! Indians who have adopted 
the habits of civilized life may beeome 
citizens of the United States’ without 
forfeiting their right to their shere of 
the tribal property. .

Also 
that the Apaches are leaving Canada 
and Almosa, and are stesling cattle be- 
cause there is no food forthe Indians 
at, their agencies. They must leave or 
starve.

Gen. Pope, who furnished the above 
information, says the cavalry in that 
region are in the ficid, but have only 
the powerto force the Indians to starve 
peacefully or be killed forcibly. 

A dispatch from Schotield reports the 
killing of two men by the Chirecahua 
Indians, aud their pursuit by troops. 
Gov. Safford, of Arizona, believes the 
whole tribe have broken out.

the serious if not fatal wounding of a 
| prominent citizen of Augusta, took 
place at Graniteville, 8. C. yesterday. 
| About eight. vears ago when Major J 

'J. Gregg was superintendent oi the 
Graniteville factory aone legged youth 
named Robert McEvoy, son of the gar- 
dener at the factory, was employed as 
errand boy. Inthe course of time it 
was found that there was really no nec- 
essity for such a person and the po- 
sition was therefore abolished and 
young McEvoy’ dismissed. The 
boy appeared to brood oyer this 
a: aninjury andto resolve upon re- 
venge. Scme two years ago he 
went to Texas, and as his reputation 
in Graniteville and vicinity was any- 
thing but good it. was hoped that he 
would make a permanent stay in the 
Lone Star state. Thre weeks ago, 
he suddenly returned, however, to 
Graniteville. 

Yesterday the annual meeting of the 
Graniteville factory was held at the 
miil, and Major Gregg, who is a stock- 
holder, was present. About half-past 
one o'clock, uiter the meeting had ad- 
journed, and ‘while he was io 
the store room, near the business 
office, he was approached by Robert 
McEvoy, who said he would like to 
speak to bim befv re he left for Augusta. 
Viajor Gregg replied that he could speak 
tohim then. McEvoy then said that 
Major Gregg had him dirmissed by 
charging that he stole monev from him. 
Major Grerg immediately walked into 
the Directors’ office and askea Mr Giles 
if McEvoy had been discharged on ac- 
count of any accusation made him in 
regard to McEvoy’s stealing money 
from him. Mr. Giles replied that he 
had not. The office had been abo:i-hed, 
and McEvoy dismissed simply because 
there was no further use for an errand 
boy. Maj. Grgg and McEvoy then 
retired to the secretary’s office, close at 
hand. In a few seconds three shots, in 
rapid succession, were heard in the di- 
rection of this room, and McEvoy was 
seentorunout. From Major Gregg the 
following particulars were obtained by 
parties who hastened to the spot: It 
seems that on going into the secretary’s 
othce McEvoy rep: ated that he had 
been discharged on account of charges 
made against him by Major Gregg, and 
also made other remarks, which Major 
Gregy declared were not true. “Do you 
dispute my word, then?” said McEvoy. 
“Of cour e [ do if you said that,” replied 
Major G.¢. McEvov immediately 
drew a} i-.toland fired three times, All 
of the Luils struck Maj. Gregg, two on 
the left side, close toget!:er, and one 
lower Gown, near the kit hip. The 
two higher up penetrated the clothing, 
but merely bruised the flesh and did 
not enter. One was found in Maj. 
(rregg’s clothing afterwards, and the 
othcr on the floor. The ball near the 
hip, however entered and passing 
around or throv« stomach, lodged 
under the skir. ..: ihe right side, pro- 
ducing a very dangerous wound. 

As soon as McEvoy had fired his 
three shots, in rapid succession, he 
walked quickly to the door, thence into 
the hall, and finally tothe street. Maj. 
Gregg was taken so completely by sur- 
prise by the unprovoked and wanton 
attack, that it was some moments be- 
fore he drew his pistol. As soon as he 
did, however, he followed McEvoy and 
tired, but failed to strike him. McEvoy 
deliberately turned and re‘urned the 
fire, the ball striking the door facing, 
near Maj. Gregg. Mr. H H Hickman, 
president of the Graniteville Manufac- 
turing company, who had proceeded to 
the spot immediately upon hearing the 
firing, was standing not far from Major 
Gregg, and narrowly escaped being 
struck by the ball fired from McEvovy’s 
pistol—the missile lodging in the door, 
within a few inches of his legs. 

Maj. Gregg, after firing once, turned 
back to the office managed to step in- 
side the door, and fell. 

After firing his fourth shot McEvoy 
made no attempt to escap’, but walked 
quietly along. His father, whois a 
quiet, honest. and industrious man, 
went up to him and endeavored to take 
his pistol away from his. The young 
desp. rado resisted for some time, and 
threatened to shoot any one who should 
approach him. Finally, however, his 
father took the weapon away from him, 
and carried him back to the oflice, 
whee he was taken incharge by acon- 
stable. He was sullen and defiant,and 
appeared to feel no sorrow for what he 
had done. ‘lo parties who asked him 
why he shot Major Gr gg he replied 
that he would shoot any man who first 
shotat him, thus evidently attempting 
to convey the idea that Major Gregg 
first assumed the offensive Major 
Gregg’s pistol, however, putting aside 
his own statement, showed that this 
was false. It was without doubt, a pre- 
arranged determination on the young 
fiend’s part to assassinate Major Gregg 
in co'd blood, without giving him the 
least showing. 

Maj. Gregg’s condition last evening 
wus exceedingly precarious, and it was 
doubtful whether he could survive the 
injury. The ball was extracted soon 
after he reached Augusta.
